The specification is objected to for the following reasons: 

a) The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed (see MPEP § 606.01). 

b) A new abstract is required that is clearly indicative the invention to which 
the claims are directed. 

Note that, the claims are directed to a method of making a semiconductor device 
instead of to a semiconductor device. 

The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. However, the applicant's cooperation is requested 
in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Reasons for Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 7- 20 would be allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reason for allowance: None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed 
method of manufacturing a semiconductor device comprising the step of processing the 
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gate electrode material film to obtain a gate electrode having a reverse tapered cross 
section and among other-limitation as cited in independent claim.
